Since August t, 1914, 

Earl Kitchener was appointed secre¬ 
tary of state for war on August I, ltl< 
a few days after Qraat Britain's de¬ 
claration of war on Germany. He was 
regarded as Britain's greatest soldier, 
and the decision of the government to 
entrust him with supreme direction of 
the war was received with unanimous 
approval. 

He faced a task of stupendous pro¬ 
portions, for he had to create out of 
the raw material of the British Isles an 
army of a alse sufficient to meet the 
re*iuifoments ot the world's greatest 
war With the alleut'e for which he 
Wai alwars noted he art to work, using 
•very ounce of physical strength st his 
command through the long hours of 
each day he tolled. He was one of the 
first to foresee the nature of the task 
that confronted the allies and the 
length of the war upon which they Kad 
entered. 

He had supreme charge of all the 
multitudinous detailgpf organisation un¬ 
til the government awakened to the 
fact that the supervision of the produc¬ 
tion of munitions for so hugo an un¬ 
dertaking was enough to occupy the 
whole time of a minister not otherwise 
engaged, and appointed Rt Hon. Davkl 
Lloyd George to the new poet. Later 
soma of the great burden was taken 
from Lord Kitchener's shoulders by the 
appointment of Gen. dir William Rob¬ 
ertson. known as on# of Great Britain's 
iu« at capable Soldiers, as chief of the 
lm •serial general staff. 

Honored by Sovereign. 

As has been the fate of all great men 
In the British empire, Lord Kitchener 
drew forth criticism. It cam* chiefly 
from the Northcltffe press and Its sup¬ 
porters. The opinion those who would 
make such an attack st such a time 
was held In by the sovereign and the 
government waa plainly Indicated when 
King George created Lord Kitchener a 
Knight of the Order of the Garter, an

Served With Distinction and 
Success; Inspired Confidence 
Throughout Empire 


The Orkney Islands, off which the 
Hampshire went down, are off the 
north coast of Scotland. Th# Hamp¬ 
shire was on her way into the Atlantia 
and around the northern end of the 
Scandinavian peninsula Into the White 
Hea. Bari Kitchener probably Intended 
to debark at Archangel. 

The Hampshire. 

The cruiser Hampshire belonged to 
the Devonshire class. Completed In IMi, 
she displaced 10,550 tons, being 450 feet 
In length, with a beam of feet and 
a maximum draught of 1IH4 feet Her 
designod speed was fi.fi knots, but 00 
her trials she attained St.4 knots. Un¬ 
doubtedly her speed had fallen off In 
the Intervening years She carried four 
7 5-Inch guns, six <-inch guna. two IX- 
pounders and twenty X-pounders, and 
was fitted with tiro submerged tor¬ 
pedo tubes. 

The other ships of the Devonshire 
class are the Devonshire, Carnarvon 
Antrim. Roxburgh and Argyll Tbs 
Hampshire coat 54.JSO.OOO. her comple¬ 
ment In peace times was 505 men.

It will be re¬ 
called that in the early weeks of the 
war he foresaw the magnitude of the 
struggle and Its long duration. Hls 
presence at the war office Inspired con-: 
fide nee not only in the British Isles, 
but throughout the empire. 

“But however great the lose, hls 
place will be filled and the empire will 
not relax In As slightest Its efforts or 
its determination. Another man as¬ 
suredly will arise to meet the needs of 
the hour and the confidence which Lord 
Kitchener's presence Inspired will be 
renewed and maintained.

Stopped at Devon 

All Britain has been perfectly calm, 
placidly watching the progress of the 
I war with never a doubt aa to Its uUi- 
} mate result, ever atnee his dramatic 
appointment to the war office. The 
British public demanded that Lord 
j Kitchener should he made secretary for 
J war. and never did a government so 
quickly submit to the will of the peo¬ 
ple. Lord Kitchener was stopped at 
I Dover, on Ms way to Egypt. and called 
hack. He came and accepted the of¬ 
fice. but only oft condition that he 
should have an absolutely free hand, 
that he alone should be supreme, tbst 
all his directions should be carried out 
without "let or hindrance.” How far 
he le succeeding all the world can 
Judge. 

The public chafed at the apparent 
delay In sending troops to the front. 
But they were far from delayed. An 
army of 1*0.000 men, rapidly Increased 
to 200.00$ of Britain’s l»e«M troop*, were 
fighting on French soil before the pub¬ 
lic realised It. Lord Kitchener, thor¬ 
ough In everything he doea, was thor¬ 
ough then, as he always has been. 

Of Irish Birth. 

Like roost of Britain’s greatest gen¬ 
eral* Lord Kitchener of Khartoum le 
of Irish birth: ha first saw the light at 
Trotter House. Ballylongford, County 
Kerry, on June 14, 1*50. Like many 
other distinguished generals he was the 
son of a distinguished army officer, hht 
father, the late Colonel JL H. Kitchen¬ 
er. having at one time beep In com¬ 
mand of tho Thirteenth Dragoons. 
Homo biographers say that It was 
while this regiment was quartered in 
County Kerry that tha future field 
marshal was bom, but his father had 
left the array three years before young 
Horatio’S birth. 

From his birth he was destined for 
the army, though the selection of the 
Knglneere for him did not promise 
great opportunities. Instead of fight¬ 
ing and winning his spurn early In life, 
he wsa eet to the drudgery of survey¬ 
ing In Palestine. But what In the case 
of moat people would have foredoomed 
them to obscurity^ In Kitchener's case 
was a stepping sToite to success; for 
the leisure that might have been wast¬ 
ed nr misused waa utilised for the ac¬ 
quiring of dialect a which, perhaps i 
more than anything else^ afterward 
procured for him hla appointment of 
sirdar la Egypt. v # 

Brilliant Career. 

When lie volunteered for service In 
the Egyptian army and became a beau 
saLreoY In a native regiment of cavalry 
he had an Immense advantage over his 1 
comrade He could speak Arabic like I 
a native.
